The Opium Dens in Peiping 
wore cl=scified into Class A, B cnd C. The Sin-Yi-Tsan 
Opiun yan of which I was once tre HManrger, belonged to 
Class B. &.ch month, . sun of $100 F.R.B. (currency 
under the puppet Governnent) had to be paid, later it 
was grrdunlly increased up to $1,200 F. R. B. per month. 
Class /. opium dens hd to pay double, and Class C paid 
only one hrif of it. 


"A112 opium d ns received eg heigl Fes fron the Jap- 


nnese Gendarme through the Guild that no anese was 
nllowed to smoke cpiun there. Fron time ry tine, Jap- 
anese Gend*rnmes vsed to drop in and search. If any 
Japanese were fourd to be there smoking opiun, he wovld 
be imnedintely thrown out, sometines even giving hin 
severe beating, tnd the mincyer would be severely warned 
that such cases should rever cccur again. 


"Refore Jrvane Se occupation, the opium addicts 
in Peiping vere rether tev and they smoked opium in their 
hones only. The purbor cf ndcicts after the ocecupstion 
rust be ten times more tran the nd@icts before the ccupa- 
tion. 


"The Board of Oriun Suppression, under the 
donin-tion of Jananese .dvisor therein, was notcto sun- 
ess opium at all, tut to legalize the selling of opiun. 


"Though there were Chinese who participated 
in the Meng-kiong O>fim Corporation, but tne Javanese 
had everything ic control. I did not know much about 
the said corvoretion, since the den under ny management 
bousht oniums fron tne Guild and had no direct contact 
with the said Corporation,
